Amar'd at what he ſaw, Silenus, ſtreight, 

own d to his friends the ſecret hand of fate: 

Do not, ſaid he, the heavenly gift deſpiſe z 

or view your ſuccour with ungratefull eyes : 

confeſs your chief; nor be aſham d to date 

your future life from this bleſt turn of fate z 

when heaven Tobacco firſt to Bacchus ſhew'd, 

and with freſh life your ſinking ſouls renew d. 

for had the potent enemy alarm'd 

our fainting troops, by tort'ring thirſt diſarm'd ; 

defence leſs, and diſmay'd, we'ad loſt the day, 

to all their rage expos d an eaſy prey: 

whilſt the proud viftors had the battel gain'd, 

boaſting a conqueſt with their blood unſtain'd. 

now, reinforc'd, we wiſh him to appear 

and try, on equal terms, the bloody war. 

but yet, be cautious z, and, if age be wiſe, 

for once, an old man's wary counſel prize : 

let each the heavenly gift, with reaſon, uſe 

leſt, elſe, he all its wondrous virtues loſe. 

through the high ſtalk the crude conſiſtence gives 

a banefull tincture to th'envenom'ld leaves: 

forbear to chew : your ſpittle will diffuſe 

pernicious ferments through the noxious juice. 

but, when tis dried, the venomous vapor flies; 

and healthfull fumes from leaves enkindled riſe. 

nor can I think the herb will ever give 

(if into nature's ſecrets we may dive) 

food for the belly: tis the brain it clears ; 

and, with its ſubtle exhalations, cheers. 

wherefore your cager thoughts, not teeth, employ, 

with niceſt ſearch, its virtues to deſcry. 

I'11 firſt attempt; do you, whilſt I declare 

what my mind dictates, with attention hear.

The well-dry' firſt crumble into ſeeds; 
and, with the fragments, fill your hollow recds. 
then, with your lips, the adverſe end embrace; 
and light them by the ſun's collected rays: 
the circling clouds of the warm ſmoak admit, 
with expedition, to the ſeats of wit: 
irs vinous ſpirits will refreſh the brain, - 
diſpel the vapors, and revive the man 

He ſaid: and, ſtreight, the Satyrs all prepare 
to faſhion the round tube, with wondrous care: 
ſome rub the brown dry leaves; others receive 
the duſt in tubes, and good diverſion give: 
through haſt, forget the fire, they ſhou'd have took; 
and ſtreams of duſt, with mouths contraſted, ſuck. 
freight, their faint ſpirits coughs convulſive chafe 3 
and the queer din made even Silenus laugh. 
no fire is near, now moſt its help they want z 
when, lo, the old ſage, mov'd by their loud complaints 
took a thick glaſs, he in his wallet had; 
which firſt was by the wiſe Prometheus made : 
(Prometheus, who to heaven did, erſt, aſpire ; 
and ſtole from thence his animating fire) 
Here lies, ſays he, the hidden fire, you need; 
and ſhow'd the wonder - working glaſs with ſpeed : 
from whole thin edge a ſmalb aſcent did riſe 
to the thick centre: this he ſoon applies 
to the ſun-beams; through which the pointed rays 
light on the reed. the heat, by flow degrees 
advancing, ſpreads : whilſt ſtreams of ſmoak exſpire; 
the kindred fignals of approaching fire. 

The Fauns and Satyrs the invention praiſe ; 
and, en their backs, their Sire triumphant, raiſe. 
a lighted pipe, then, firſt, the Chieftain took; 
and in his month receiv'd the wondrous ſmoak : 
then, to explore its virtues, as it burns, 
through his ſagacious noſe the fumes returns. 
"urpriz'd, its ſudden ſweetneſs he perceiv'd ; 
which, with freſh force, his feeble limbs reliev d. 
juſt ſuch a je-ne-ſcay-quoi in wine we feel, 
when genial draughts their myſtic ſtrength reveal. 
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Tharp thirſt, and pinching hunger now are fled ; 
and ſtraining vomits pain no more his head. 
only a dizzineſs miſguides his feet; 

and on his forehead hangs a dewy ſweat. 
unhurt, he yet rejoyces ſtill to find, 

when theſe go off, no worſer ills behind. 

Then, eaſy, and extended in the ſhade, 
by ſpacious leaves of lofty Paetum made, 
the lagging houss in lightſome talk he ſpends, 
to eaſe their burden, and amuſe his friends: 
pleas'd, all the treaſures of his mind he ſhows, 
the hidden ſtores of nature to diſcloſe : 
how the bright orbs are rang'd in heavenly ſpheres 
and what contexture human bodies rears z 
what wonders the carth's fruitfull womb contains, 
to liſt ning crowds the jocund Sage explains: 
whilſt from his tube the learned volumes riſe, 
like odorous incenſe mounting to the skies. 

The eager youth crowd round him, overjoy'd ; 
with their new pipes, and fragrant fumes employ'd. 
but they, unskill'd to draw the vapors in, 
and ſend em through their noſtrils back again, 
ſpew from their mouths the ſmoak z till coughs ariſe, 
and ſportfull tears run trickling from their eyes. 
but, by his wiſe example taught, they ſtrive 
ro ule their pipes alike, and equal clouds to give. 
when lo, whilſt, thus reviv'd, the jovial train, 
in gameſome frolicks, frisk it o'er the plain; 
their long- expected carriages appear, 
with corn and wine, their neccflary cheer. 
with eager ſhouts they rend the echoing sky; 
convert their pipes to inſtruments of joy; 
and, with choice cates, their craving ſtomachs cloy. 
they're pleas'd to ſee their carriages once more z 
and on their Chieftain's aſs their wellcomes pour. 
then Ceres, firſt, her kind refreſhments gives; 
and bounteous Bacchus their faint fouls revives. 
they ſmoax, fing, dance, and revel z till black night, 

and heavy eye-lids, to ſoft {leep invite. 
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Soon as Aurora ſcatter'd the dull ſhade ; 
and warn'd of war the troops ſupinely laid: 
brisk Bacchus, and Silenus' hoary age, 


thus charg'd their ſpirits, and rowz'd their martial rage : 


Enough, my lads, enough of wine, and joy 3 

let blood, and battels, now, your thoughts employ : 

your ancient terrors, in your faces, wear; 

and your dread arms, for inſtant fights, prepare. 

nor let your enemies the advantage gain 

o'er careleſs ſoldiers, ſtragling through the plain 

leſt, unprepar'd, to their fell force you yield; 

and, unreveng'd, fall foully in the field. 

my own experience has your valor try'd z 

on which I always ſafely have rely'd: 

nor do my thoughts the leaſt diſtruſt declare, 

of what your ſouls, enur'd to battels, dare : 

but, tis not ſafe to ſlight a coward foe z 

and walk ſecure through lands we do not know. 

though ye range fearleſs, where ye go beware; 

leſt old misfortunes ſhou'd renew your care: 

in cloſe array well order'd let us move, 

with cordials furni ſut from the Paetum-grove : 

your mouths with well-charg'd pipes profuſely 

your hands with matches, and with touc 

thus ſhall your ſouls, ardent, to battehk riſe , 

whilſt clouds of ſmoak ſhall blacken all rhe 

and, with portentous fears, your enemy ſurpri 

aft like your ſelves, and hope impartial fame 

will, with your deeds, eternalize your name. 
He ſaid; they all, with ſhouts, his words approve 3 

fall in their ranks, and regularly move: 

their General, in the midſt, the bonny God, 

high eminent on his lofty chariot, rode : 

with whom Silenus, on his ſhaggy aſs, 

fir d with ambition, kept an equal pace: 

not ſtrong for war; yet eloquent, and wiſe, 

in ſudden dangers, ſafely to adviſe. 

drawn up in equal wings, the army ſtands, 

and wiſhes the approach of hoſtile bands:

when, ſtreight, from the next hill's opponent height 
bright ſpears advance, preluding to the fight. 

Then boiling blood enflames their raging ire z 
and drums, and trumpets, rowze their martial fire: 


vine whets their ſpirits z their pipes their fears elude z 


and clouds of ſmoak the ſcenes of death exclude : 

black exhalations ſettle o'er their heads, 

and from their noſtrils flaſhing fire proceeds: 

the clouds rowl o'er the plain in dreadful forms, 

with lightnings fraught, and threat ning thund ring ftarms. 
Amaz d, the frighted Indians quake for feat; 

not men, they deem'd, but devils did appear: 

on ſuch unequal terms the battel ſhun 

and dread with monſters to engage alone. 

part fling their arms away, and frighted flee 

others implore the vitor's clemency : 

which he more willing, than they ask, does give; 

their low ſubmiflion takes, and bids them live. 

bis eaſy yoke upon their necks they weigh z 

and patiently his mild beheſts obey. 

yet their ſad ſouls with ſhame and grief are toſt, 

to think what groſs miſtake their freedom loſt; 

that the thick ſmoak of burnt Tobacco, ſent 

from hollow tubes, ſhou'd ſo their fears avgment. 

but the blythe God a gentle ſceptre ſways ; 

their ſad reflections ſoothes ; their griefs allays ; 

bis gracious love alike to all extends; 

and no diſtinttion makes 'twixt foes, and friends: 

the ſelf· ſame day beholds both armies jayn, 

to fight with weapons, and to feaſt with wine. 

delicious draughts of gladd'ning fumes they quaff; 

entranc'd, their herb's enthuſiaſms feel, and laugh: 

its knowlege loſs of freedom does repay, 

ehacing, with clouds, their cloudy cares away. 
Tobacco thus to mortals Gods reveal'd, 

long, by coy nature's frugal care, coneeald. 

now all its latent uſes, Muſe, explore 

and equal to its tow'ring virtnesdoas. 
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The leaf, by heaven's indulgence bleſt, contains 
the various virtues of all herbs z and reigns, 
confeſt, the ſovereign Panacea of the plains. 
ſtrong Hellebore, which, to purge the head, we uſe 5 
and gentle Rhubarb, coſtiveneſs to looſe : 
the ſalutary Balm; and ſprightly Vine 
and ſav'ry Beans, delicious to the ſwine : 
with Bugloſs, that, like ſack, the mind does cheers; 
and Poppies, us'd, with ſleep, to caſe our care: 
barmonious, and improv'd, are, all, found here. 
heaven in this ſeed its wiſdom ſhow'd to man: 
which, though ſo ſmall, ſuch virtues does contain. 
than fineſt ſand it bears a lefler fize, 
eſcapes the fingers, and the keeneſt eyes: 
yet, when adult, it ſpreads its leaf around; 
with ſhady branches darkning all the ground; 

a certain cure te deſperate ailments found. 

but if the ſecret cauſes you wou'd know, 

from whence theſe qualities, united, flow: 

great pains and toil will thoughtful hours require; 
and your vain labor but augment defire. 

whether the different kinds of ſalt do give 

their various virtues to the wondrous leaf; 

or ſeveral qualities from one ſubſtance riſe, 
diverſify'd by texture, age, and fizez 

in nature's womb conceal'd, a ſecret lies. 

yet, if you wander through the dubious maze, 
and all its windings, by examples, trace; 

the compound into elements diſſolve; 

and, with due care, each ſeparate part revolve: 
at length, perhaps, the mind will, quiet, reſt, 
though not of truth, yet its near kin poſſeſt. 
From ſavory things the reliſh man receives, 

he owes to Salt, which taſts, ſo different, gives. 
this ſalt, divided, ſtill two natures bears: 

the one, by fire unmov'd, to earth adheres z 
therefore call'd Fixt : the other, by fire unbound, 
flies upward with the fume, and ſeorns the ground; 
like ſoot, infetts the ſummit of the ſtill z 

hence, by philoſophers, nam'd Volatil. 
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Wich theſe the carth's prolific bowels ſtor d, 
to inbred plants abundant food afford : 
- in various veſſels, the nutricious juice 260 
each kind receives, peculiar to its uſe. 
from hence all fruit a different taſt receives; 
and every flower a various odor gives. 
But, in herdeepeſt chambers, earth eufolds 
Sulphureous fprings, and Nitre's bitter colds; 
the baneful Arſenic z and Brimſtone dire, 265 
chat bears a near alliance to the fire; 
with Mercury, in air reſolvable; 
where alſo Copperas, binding Allom dwell, 
and other Elements; which communicate 
to every thing the taſts, we love or hate. 
Of theſe firſt principles, is Brimſtone found, 279 
predominant, in Tobacco to abound: 
fat, acid, clammy, rank, inſtin&t with fire, 
with nitre ſublimate, with ſoot the fumes exſpire. 
who ſees not, here, the wondrous plant diſplay d, 275 
is void of fight, or reaſon's uſcfull aid : 
which, if well-rubb'd, will, with its juice, defile 
clammy hands; and greaſe em o'er, like ol. 
” "oF moittuce heck ho nome wounds : 
its ſalt old ulcers cleanſes, that abound . 7 
with putrid filth, gainſt gangrenes ſoverei gu fonmd. 
its pungent taſt the palate ſoon perceives z 
where, quick diffus'd, a laſting heat it leaves. 
its vigorous ſcent, when fickly fumes are ſpread, 
in heavy dullneſs, o'er the crazy head, 
from the thick lethargy the mind does cheer; 
whilſt wholeſome ſneezings the ſtopt noſtrils clear. 285 
by fire ſet free, the ſalts do upwards tend 
and to the ſoul's high citadel aſcend 
ſcour every avenue, through which they hie, 
to feed the ſpirits with a freſh ſupply : 
thence permeate the mazes of the brain z 
ſcatter the miſts z and re- erett the man. 290 
Thrice happy plant! of ever-honor'd birth 
the gift of heaven! and glory of che earth! 
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the country Hindes, whom daily labors preſs, 
by thee reliev'd, they bear the want of food; 
and find their ſtrength inſenſibly renew d. 
Thy rays the wiſe illumin, and improve 
and indigeſtion's clogging fumes remove. 
if their minds faulter, ſpent by too much thought 3 
and looſe the fleet ideas, they had ſought g 
Ahilſt, uncontroul'd, utter oblivion rules, 
a ſhapele's phantom, oer their deſert ſouls: 
ſoon as thy gratefull fumes are ſpread by fire 3 
black vapors, and perplexing cares retires 
invention brightens z and we, now, explore 
the mechaniſm of things, obſcur'd before: 
well-order'd nature we again ſarvey 
and in our minds the bright ideas play. 
Oft have I ſeen the Lawyer quake for fear, 
(daſht, ere he ſpoke before the crowded bar) 
the well-rang'd heads of his wiſe ſpeech confuſe ; 
and all his matter, and his utterance laſe. 3¹⁰ 
but, if he flies to Paetum for relief, 
the enkindled ſeeds their quick aſſiſtance give: 
his wandring thoughts return ; his fears decay z 
and, by degrees, his ſoul regains her ſway : 
then, unconcern'd, with ſpirits freſh refin'd, 
de wiſcly utters what he well defign'd. 315 
So two Logicians, fingled out to fight, 
(whom luſt of praiſe, or love of truth excite) 
with pointed words impetuouſly engage, 
.and ſtretch the finews of their learned rage. 
entangling quirks the ſubtle ſophs deviſez 
with which to foil his enemy each tries: -32d 
or bravely his antagoniſt o'erthrow, 
with ponderous reaſons prefling on his foe. 
around them, circling, crowd the youthfull bands; 
high eminent the umpire of the battel ſtands. 
their doubrful ſtrength they equally admire z 
whilſt frequent hamms new arguments inſpire. 
weary'd, at length, their ardent vigor's . | 
aud heir faint efforts ſpeak the — 2 _— 
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when lo, if one the ſacred vapors taſte, 

(as old Antaeus, when the earth he preſt) 

freſh to the fight he riſes ; fierce affails 

the combatant, and o'er his feeble foe prevails. 

but if they both their ſpirits thus renew z 

and with warm words the wavering war purſue : 

with like advantage they maintain the fight; 

and the dark iflue grows upon the night. 

unwilling they to ceaſe the wordy war: | 

till the tir'd judge decides the dubious jar; 

pauſing for whom the laurel to prepare; 

when one can only have what both deſerve to wear. 
So, heretofore, of Aiſculapius fprung, 

ſtout Podalyrius, and Machaon young, 

by Hercules egg d on, in fierce conteſt, 

For India's plant their various thoughts expreſt. 

the elder of the two, with ſhrewd diſguiſe, 

condemns the herb, he inwardly does prize: 

*gainſt whom the younger, fierce contending, goes; 

whilſt, from his heart, his unfeign'd paſſion flows z 

and all his ſoul his honeſt words diſcloſe. 

the fumes, alternate, from the ſprightly ſeed, 

in their big minds, ſharp-pointed reaſons breed. 

quick, from their tongues, the well-pois'd arguments fly, 

brandiſht like javelins whizzing through the sky: 

this way, and that, they bend their clamorous courſe 3 

whilſt doubtfull fortune gives them equal force. 

nor is there in the battel any pauſe ; 

but what the draughts of pleaſant Pactum cauſe. 

by whoſe relief, their ſlacken'd nerves new- ſtrung, 

the reſolute heroes the debate prolong. 

with furious friendſhip each invades his foe;
